Struggles of the world's democra- 


cies to.retain .their liberty were re- 
counted by' Senator Lewis, quoting 
the German poet Goethe that "those 
who have liberty must fight to keep 
it." He referred to President Lin- 
coln as "the .apostle of' the liberty 
of man and the standard bearer of 
the democracy of the world." This 
nation's progress and freedom, he de- 
clared, is the .world's.inspiration for 
republican government 


"No democracy was ever founded," 


he said, "that did not have tp fight 
to continue its existence or maintain 
its ideals. 


"From the envy of our civilization, 


from zealousy qf our progress, hat- 
red was aroused in the hearts of 
others. America's institutions of 
freedom, inspiring mankind to her 
example, inflamed the souls of the 
royal rulers of Prussia with fear and 
inspired them to the war of destruc- 
tion of all that America stood for 
and was living for. This to them 
was necessary that they might avoid 
American influence anon the hearts 
of the liberty loving German people,"

said, the America "under President 
Wi3so would continue war to force 
governments and people of foreign 
lands to take oar form ot govern- 
ment."

That is, 
Judge Wanamaker has selected with 
skill and insight those utterances, in- 
cluding many of his letters, conver- 
sations and speeches, which are-the 
keys to the different sides of Lin- 
coln's nature, and so uncover the 
springs of his conduct both in gen- 
eral and in the crises of his life 


These utterances have their place 


m a narrative text which supplies the 
information required to a full under- 
standing of their biographical and 
historical significance.

of this method which could have 
heen successfully pursued only by 
one who has been both a lawyer and 
politician, and a life-long student of 
Lincoln, is astonishing; a realization 
comes upon the reader such as he 
could get nowhere else of what Lin- 
coln was and how he made himself 
so.

partment will soon make public the 
policy to be followed in summoning 
the remainder of the selectives au- 
thorized by congress. It is not to be 
denied that the "second draft," as 
nearly everybody calls it, is very 
much in people's minds and their de- 
sire to know how it is going to affect 
them should be satisfied as soon as 
expedient. 


If, as many believe, no great block 


of the young manhood w^ill be called 
at once, as in the case of the first 
draft, but instead a few thousands 
at a time to make up deficiencies in 
the cantonments caused by with- 
drawal of men for Europe, the pro- 
vost marshal general ought to make 
the fact known. 
People generally 


seem to expect a second draft in pro- 
portions similar to the first, although 
if they stopped to consider that it Is 
impossible to employ the 16 canton- 
ments all at once they would be 
forced to a different conclusion. An 
official definition of the next step 
should accompany the completion of 
the first national army. 


The increasing difficulty of keep- 


ing the industries supplied with skill- 
ed workmen is another reason for re- 
lieving the public of all uncertainty 
about the plans for 
conscription. 


The myraid phases of this problem 
are too well known to necessitate 
their recital here and they are about 
to be increased by a great national 
effort to supply the farms with the 
workmen needed for the 1918 har- 
vest. The transportation phase has 
not reached that happy state where 
skilled men can be further diverted; 
neither has the shipbuilding phase. 
And while men occupied by their 
trades in these national enterprises 
would be freed from military ser- 
vice, their places in the army would 
have to be filled by men drawn from 
some other work only less essential 
to success in the war.

That today is the 109th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Abraham Lin- 
coln? The following paragraphs are 
taken from his autobiography: 


"I was born February 12, 1809. in 


Hardin County, Kentucky. . . My 
father, at the death of his father, 
was but six years, of age, and he 
grew literally without any education. 
He removed from Kentucky to what 
is now Spencer County, Indiana, in 
my eighth year. . . It was a wild 
region, with many bears and other 
wild animals still 
in the 
woods. 


There were some schools, so called, 
bat no qualification was ever re- 
quired of a teacher, beyond 'readin', 
wriUn' and cipherln* to the rule ot 
three . . . 
There was absolutely 


nothing to excite ambition for edu- 
cation. Of course, when I came of 
age, I did not know much. Still, 
somehow, I could read, write, and 
cipher to the rule of three, but that 
was all. I have not been to school 
since. 
The little advance I now 


have upon this «tore of education I 
have picked up from time to time 
under the pressure 
of necessity." 


Though Lincoln's school days did not 
amount to a year in the aggregate, 
he was a great reader. 
Aesop's 


fables, Robinson Crusoe, 
Pilgrim's 
Progress, History of the United 
States, and Wecras' Life of Wash- 
ington were read many times. Lin- 
coln was the sixteenth President of
